In other words, do not eat much, 
Wut eat slowly' Now comes the 
London Lancet, on the other hand, 
and tells us that the data brought 
forward are found, when carefully 
inspected, to be far from upholding 
the Chittenden-Fletcher theory 
that the vital machine needs only 
a small quantity of fuel provided it 
is stoked in a peculiar way, but as 
a matter of fact to be very hard to 
reconcile therewith. 


It is an address delivered by Sir 
James Crichton-Browne at the 
Royal Iastitute of Public Health— 
an address now issued in book form 
—on which the Lancet relies for a 
large amount of information with 
regard to the minimum quantity of 
food required by the human ani- 
mal for the proper maintenance of 
its strength and activity. Exact 
measurements of dietetic require- 
tents are mostly easily made in 
the field of protein metabolism, and 
it is to this field therefore that Sir 
James Crichton-Browne’s inquiry is 
directed mainly. The standard of 
nutrition, we are reminded, laid 
down by Voit, demanded 118 
grammes of protein food for the av-

In a despatch from Edmonton 
to the daily press itis said that 
there will be some changes in the 
cabinet. This announcement 
will be made by Premier Ruther- 
ford this week. Hon. W. T. 
Finlay, Minister of Agriculture, 
has resigned owing to ill-health 
and will be succeeded by Duncan 
Marshall, ‘M.P.P., for Olds. 
We don’t think a more popular 
cheice could have been made. 
He is well and favorably knowa 
. throughout Alberta, being an ac- 
tive journalist, acting as mana- 
ger ofthe Edmonton Bultetin, as 
well as being proprietor of the 
Olds Gazette. Our first acquain- 
tance with the new minister was 
in Ontario. There he was known 
as the ‘‘boy orator” a phrase 
that has followed him to the 
west, and of which he is deser- 
ving. Mr. Marshall is a compar- 
atively young man and it is gen- 
erally conceded that he is the 
best public speaker holding a 
seat in the Provincial Govern- 
ment. That is notall. Besides 
being a politican, journalist, etc. 
he is an agriculturalist, having 
been born and raised on the 
farm, and at the present time 
owns and operates a large farm 
near the town of Olds, W. A. 
Buchanan, M.P.P. for the City 
of Lethbridge, is also slated for 
the cabinet. It is understood 
that a new department will be 
created for the telephone system, 
and that this department will 
be under Mr. Buchanan. The 
people of the south are well ac- 
quainted with the member for 
Lethbridge. 
managing director of the Leth- 
briage Herald, one of the most 
progressive dailies in the prov- 
ince. Forthe present we under- 
stand that he goes into the cab- 
inet without portfolio. Mr, Les- 
sard, the member for Pakan, has 
also been taken in as minister 
without portfolio, With the lat- 
ter gentleman we are not ac- 
quainted, but we have learned 
that he is a man of wide ability 
and integrity. In the elevation 
to the cabinet of the member for 
Olds and the one for Lethbridge, 
Premier Rutherford has made 
a decided “hit’’ and one which 
his supporters and the people of 
the province will commend.

Guests Were Required to be Sober 
on Arrival at Feast. 


Even at so late a period as the 
restoration, 1660, it was the custom 
for guests to take their own knives | 
and forks to an English banquet. 
The London Chronicle remarks: — 
‘Pepys records that he did this 
when he went to the Lord Mayor's 
feast in the Guildhall. In the pre- 
vious reign the lord chamberlain 
bad found it necessary to issue re- 

ulations for the benefit of officers 
invited .to dine at the royal table. 
They were required to wear clean 
boots, not to be half-drunk on 
their arrival, not to drink more 
than one goblet to every two dish- 
es, not to throw the bones under 
the table, nor to lick their fingers. 

“The Stuarts undoubtedly d. 
much to refine English table man- 
ners, for it was one of tne points 
admired in Mary Queen of Scots 
that the customs she introduced 
from France made her court and 
royal banquets more exquisite and 
genteel than those of her rival, 
Queen Elizabeth. As forks came 
into use the old-time importance of 
the table napkin began to wane.
